PROVISION FOR A TERRITORIAL GOVERNMENT. 
Wasninoton, D. C., May 13.—{Special.|}—In 
the House the bill was passed which gives to 
Alaska a civil government. The Senate passed 
the bill several months ago. Although the 
white population of Alaska uumbers less than 
2,000, there are 40,000 Indians, several thou- 


sands of whom have m in civilize- 
ton. ‘The Territory ae of-eay-| 2 


government for the protection of life or prop- 
erty. The machinery of government provided 
for by the bill ts simple. There is 
to be a Governor and a District Court 
with civil and criminal jurisdiction. 
The Clerk of the court is to be ex-officio re- 
corder of deeds and mortgages, and certifi- 
cates, locations of mining claims, and other 
contracts relating to real estate, as well as reg- 
ister of wills.

The District ot 
Alaska is created a land district, and 
a land-office is to be opened, although the gen- 
eral laws of the United States are not to be 
put in force. Sec. 13 provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Intérior shell make needful and 
proper provisions for the education of children 
without reference to race. Twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars is agpropriated to carry this into 
effect. Tue Governor and Commissioners of 
the Territory are required to investigate the 
operations of the Alaska Sea! & Fur Company, 
and to render an annual report to Congress of 
such investigations.

TAR-SMOKE FOR DIPHTHERIA. 

New York Sun: Ruth Lockwood, the 9-year 
old child of Thomas Lockwood, a compositor 
in the Times office, became violently ill with 
diphtheria Tuesday night. She was so weak 
that it was deemed dangerons to try tracheot- 
omy, or cutting open the windpipe. Thursday 
Dr. Nichols, of No, 117 West Washington piace, 
who was attending her, received a copy of the 
Paris Figaro, which contained à report made 
to the French Academy of Medicine by Dr. 
Delthil. Dr. Delthil said that the vapors of 
liquid tar and turpentine would dissolve the 
fibrinous exudations which choke up the throat 
in croup and diphtheria. 

Dr. Deithil’s process was described. He 
pours equal parts of turpentine and liquid tar 
into a tin or cup and sets Gre to the mixt- 
ure. A dense nous sinvke arises, which 
obscures the air of the room.

MAJ. BEARDSLEY ASSAULTED. 


Rock Island’s Postmaster Knocked 
Down~An Attempt to Rifle the Mail- 
Pouches. 

Rock IS. Ax, II., May 13.—[Special.}—The 
report spread throughout the city today that 
Postmaster James M. Beardsley had been 
assaulted in the post-office by burglars at an 
early hour this morning, knocked down, and 
the letter-pouches robbed of their contents. 
There was but one known witnéss, the Post- 
master himself, and he declined to talk until 
waited upon thit evening by Taz TRIBUNE rep- 
resenpiative. It appears that the attempted 
robbery was a most singular and daring one, 
and was evidently instigated by some other 
motive than that of robbery, which the sequel, 
when developed, will show. The following is 
the account of the affair in Maj. Beardsley’s 
own words: 

Mr. Thomas Murdock, Assistant Postmaster 
for four years and previously Postmaster, had 
pretty much the entire control of the office. 
Yesterday morning he war relieved from duty 
and I assumed full charge and direction. I 
immediately began systematizing the office and 
organizing the foree. During the day and 
evening up to II o’clock I had made an entire 
revision of the locks and combinations to 
the post-office safe and vault, where the 
money, stamps, etc., were kept. They were 
all securely locked up at II o’elock,. 
and I left the office. The locks in the doors of 
the post-office were not changed. It being late, 
I went to the room of Col. Snyder in the hotel 
immediately across the street and went to bed. 
About 12:30 this morning, not being able to 
sleep from some cause, which was unusual, I 
woke Snyder and told him I was going to the 
post-office to write and read until I became in 
a condition to sleep. Mitchell & Snyder's bank 
is in the same block; and the night watchman 
looke after the bank and the post-office. I saw 
him standing in the door of the bank and called 
to him, he answering. 

“I then went to the door of the post-office 
opposit the hotel and found it unlocked. The 
gas in the office and opposit the safe is usually 
kept burning during the nigtit, but I found n 
turned down and also another burner which is 
commonly lighted near the place where the 
nigbt mail-pouches and those to go out early in 
the morning are piled. Seeing only a small jet 
I started to pass between it and the mailing- 
case and the rack on which the pouches were 
bung, in order to turn on the gas, when & 
voice called out: 

Stand back!’ 

Thinking it came from some of the mail- 
agents who had been lying down and not know- 
ing me I continued, saying: It is all right; it 
is I.’ 

Just as I raised my hand to turn up the gas 
I was struck on the bead with a revolver and 
knocked over against the mail rack. As soon 
as 1 could recover from the blow I turned up 
the gas and called for the police. They and the 
watchmen soon came. I found that the key 
which with a chain attached was kept in a 
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ond National Bank, at No. 190 Fifth avenue, 


was linked with them. The President, John C. 


End, authorized this statement to be sent out 
over the ticker: “The reports of a defalca- 
tion in this bank are false. The bank is in 
sound financial condition.“ This statement, 
however, did not still the reports on the 
street, and during the day they assumed 
definit shape, and at the Windsor tonight the 
true story was ao well known that it was eager- 
ly discussed on all sides. The Marine Bank 
and the affairs of Grant & Ward were hardly 
mentioned, and any references to these were 
put aside as old and wornout subjects com- 
pared with the latest developments. 
THE RUMORS TAKE SHAPE. 

It appears that Mr. John C. Eno, the Presi- 
dent of the Second National Bank, has for the 
last two or three years been one of the most 
prominent and persistent speculators on 
the dull side of the market, and scarce 
according to the statements 
made tonight, attended to the business 
of the bank. He was one of the first arrivals 
in Wall street and one of the last to leave it, the 
day being occupied in visiting the offices of the 
brokers who acted for him. He kept accounts 
with several firms, including Messrs. Decker, 
Howell & Co., H. B. Hollins & Co., and R. Dyett 
4 CO. His operations were on an enormous 
scale, and the principal stocks that be dealt in 
were Oregon Transcontinental, Northern Pa- 
cific, both common and preferred, and Union 
Pacific. For a long time he continued his oper- 
ations without attracting particular attention. 
Finally, about a year ago, one of his brokers 
became nervous and frightened at the heavy 
losses experienced, and suspected that, as Eno 
was President of a large and wealthy bank, be 
was possibly using the bank's funds to con 
duct bis operations. The firm therefore re- 
quested him to close his account, which was 
done. He was unusually long of the 
marcen when the Northern Pacific 
broke, but continued to hold on er- 
pecting what to him seemed the inevitable 
rise, which never came. Today he went to 
one of the firms acting for him and said that 
there was another bank in trouble, but did not 
state which one. Returning shortly before 3 
o'clock be informed his friends that the bank 
he had referred to was the Second Nauonal, 
and that the shortage would rise to very large 
proportions. He would not state the amount, but 
from authoritative sources it was definitiy 
Stated that the figures would reach nearly if 
not quite to ., 000, 000. 

A SUPPLEMENTAL STATEMENT. 


Mr. Eno, in making the announcement to his 
friends, supplemented his statement by adding 
that the bank would go on as usual, as ar 
rangements were making whereby the deficits 
would be covered without the necessity of 
stopping for a day. 

According to all the information that could 
be obtained tonight the arrangements referred | 
to were the indemnification of the bank for the 
amount of its sliortage by Mr. Euo's father, 


Mr. Amos R. Eno, who is the heaviest 
stockholder in the bank, and who, 
it was said, late today transferred 


property in real estate and securities more than 


sufficient to protect all the interests involved. 


Mr. Eno Sr. ig avery wealthy man, one of 
the largest holders of New York, 
among his property being the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and a number of houses in the im- 
mediate vicinity. Mr. Eno Sr., it is said, in bis 
action declared that he would not do anything 
to assist his sou in helping bim out of his pres- 
ent troubles down-town, but intended simply to 
protect the bank’s interests. it is expected 
and believed that John C. Eno will make a gen- 
eral assignment tomorrow for the benefit of 
his creditors. 

NO DOUBT OF THE BANK'S SOLVENCY. 

No doubt whatever was expressed of the 
entire solvency of the bank, and although no 
run is anticipated the Directors were in session 
until midnight, taking precautionary measures 
to meet any demands which may be made upon 
the institution. The Board of Directors of the 
Second National Bank state that whatever loss 
has been incurred has been made up; that its 
capital stock is intact, and the bank is prepared 
to meet its obligations on demana. 

THE CONTINENTAL NATIONAL. 

Just after the Stock Exchange closed today 
word went around that the Continental Na- 
tional Bank at No. 7 Nassau street had thrown 
out the cheexs of A. Dyett & Co., stock brok- 
ers, at No. 80 Broadway, after certifying to a 
large amount. Half an hour later it was said 
John C. Eno had caused Dyett & Co. to lose 
their credit at the Continental Bank. He was 
said to have lost heavily by operations in Wall 
street. He ordered Dyett & Co. to callin his 
stock and make up his account, and he was, as 
the story went, to be ready with the money to 
take the securities this afternoon. Dyett 
& Co. called on the houses of whom 
stock had been bought for his account to 
make their deliveries, and began issuing their 
checks on the Continental Bank. The money 
was not forthcoming. Whenthey had drawn 
to the amount of their account on the bank 


they began sending the stocks as cvollat- 
eral for further drafts until they 
had sent securities to tle amount, 


in round numbers, taking the market values as 


a basis, of $960,000. The bank certified their 
checks up to $700,000 and then refused to do so 
any longer. 


DYETT & co.“ PLEA. 

Dyett & Co. pleaded that there was no risk, as 
every engagement would be kept. but the bank 
replied that prudenee forbade its going any 
further. Then it was that Mr. Eno was said in 
the language of the street to have laid down 
on his brokers."’ The houses which had been 
unable to get certified the checks which they had 
received for stocks delivered to Dyett wanted 
their stocks back if they could not get their 
money. Several made formal claims on the 
stocks or sent notice to the bank not to sur- 
render them to other parties. 

UNOCERTIFIED CHECKS. 

Among the uncertified checks the following 
were reported: William Heath & Co., $60,000; 
William M. Patteson & Co., $40,000; H. C. 


Kretchmar & Co., $25,000; John B & 
Co., $30,000; Jameson, Smith & Cotting, $34,- 
000: W. 8. Neilson & Co., $51,000. The bank 
was visited by the holders of the un- 


eertified checks and the members of the 
firm of Dyett & Co. The time was spent until 
5 o'clock in consultation with the officers of 
the bank, but this resulted in no change in the 
situation. ‘The officers did not want to be com- 
velled to make @ forced loan on the securities, 
and Dyett & Co. were left to raise money to re- 
establish their account. 

A gentieman in the office of Dyett & Co. said 
the house would raise the money needed, and 
its business would not be interrupted. The 
stocks sent to the bank were sold at a profit.

A BRUTAL PRIZE-FIGHT. 


The Fell- Hanley Contest Near Omaha 
A Bloody Row on the Return Train 
— Three Men Shot. 

Ou, Neb., May 13.—The Fell-Hanley 
prize-fight for a purse of $300 took place about 
a mile from Clear Creek, in this State, and 
forty-two miles from Omaha, this morning at 
6:40 o'clock. There was an attendance of 
about 100, some of whom had come from St. 
Joseph, Kangas City, and Denver. The train 
left ibis city this morning at 2:20 o'clock. 
Thirty-one miles out Fell was taken on board, 
and four miles further Hanley got aboard. 
The grounds were reached at 5:30 o'clock. 
They were situated on the west bank of the 
Platte. An hour anda half was consumed in 
appointing referees, Tom Jonesand Jim Morgan 
acting in that capacity. Twenty-two rounds 
were fought, lasting less than thirty, minutes, 
Both men were in excellent condition, Hanley 
especially appearing a splendid specimen of 
masculine development. The fighting was 
torced by Fell and almost entirely carried on in 
Hanley's corner. With Hanley it was a little 
more of science, and with a seeming determi- 
nation to tire his antagonist. Fell several 
times successfully knocked Hanley’s guard 
aside and rained severe blows upon him. Fell 


also received considerable punishment, his left 
eye being badly cut and made to bleed freely. 
First blood was claimed simultaneously by 


powerful body biows, while Hanley’s ear was 
considerably enlarged. The faces of the men 
were badly scarred, and at times bled pro- 
fusely. 

During the nineteenth round a disturbance 
occurred between several of the spectators in 
which several men were chased around the 
field and a number of revolvers drawn, but 
without shooting. 

Several attempts were made to get the fight 
declared in Feli's favor by claiming that the 
latter had been spiked by Hanley. At the close 
of every round Hanley, ia throwing Fell, 
dropped heavily upon him. On the twenty- 
second round this occurred in a most notice- 
able manner, when the claim of foul was al 
lowed.
